Ot $3,600,000 Bond Issue

We have long thought that 
the Glades have been overlook- 
ed by our eastcoast commission- 
ers in the matter of State funds 
for road building, but the issue 
has always been kinda clouded 
by smoke screens of argument, 

Now we have a clear cut case 
-—we got the figures, and you 
can judge for yourself just how 
we're—not forgotten, just plain 
got the leavins. 

We're not wanting what the 
other districts got in line with 
fair play—we just believe this 
Part of the county that produces 
more than $30,000,000 value out 
of the ground annually, and is 
growing each year should at 
least gets it fair share of state 
road improvements.
